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GENERAL INTRODUCTION 
TO THE LIBRARY. 

iyHE Tan] ore Maharaja Serfoji’s SarasvatS Mahal Library, 
which is described by Dr. Burnet! “ to be perhaps the 
largest and most important in the world ’* and which Dr. BUhler 
says “ contains a great many useful and a number of very rare or 
nearly unique books many of which are quite unknown or pro- 
curable only with great trouble and expense” was till recently the 
private property of the Rajas of Tan j ore. 

The earliest beginnings of the Library must have been about 
the end of the 16th century when Tanjore was under the rule of 
Telugu Nayakas who collected Sanskrit Manuscripts written in 
Telngu character. In the 17th century the MahrSthas conquered 
the country and since that date the Library has been increasing. 
By far the greater portion of the collection was made by Serfoji 
during a visit to Benares during 1820 — 1830. divaji his successor 
added a few. There has practically been no addition of any value 
till very recent times. A good number of Sanskrit Manuscripts 
including rare and valuable manuscripts representing the collection 
of generations of a family of scholars, known as the “Jambunatha 
Bha| LiQdagai Collection ” was added to the Library in 1921. 

Regarding the origin and importance of this collection. Dr. 
Hultaoh has the following interesting Information in “ No. III. 
Reports on Sanskrit Manuscripts in Southern India”, edited by 
him in 1906 at Madras ; — 
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es The maim scripts described in this Report belong to Jambu- 
nStha bhatfca, a MahrSfha Brihmap at Tanjore, who is the eldest 
son of a certain Mannambhaffa, He is a no mean Sanskrit Scholar 
and knows the whole Rgveda by heart* As he is continually teach- 
ing th© text of this sacred book to students* even his blind daughter 
has learnt to recite portions of it* The existence of this Library 
was brought to my notice by Mr. T. S. Kuppusw&mi Si&strf, of the 
Educational Department, who is favourably known to Sanskrifcists 
by his paper on Ramabhadra Dlksita. During my absence on 
furlough in Europe, my First Assistant, Mr. V. Vehkayya, m.a., 
was deputed to Tanjore in order to catalogue J &mbun£tka*s collec- 
tion* He spent three months at this work, in which he received 
the valuable aid of Mr. Kuppuswami fSasfcrf „ Roth the list and th© 
extracts testify to the throughness and care with which he has 
accomplished his task* From his Annual Report on Epigraphy for 
1898— *99 1 quote the following details about JambunStha's 
collection : — 

“ He is the eldest of the three brothers and is descended from 
a family whose influence is reported to have been very great when 
the Mahritha Kingdom of Tanjore was in existence. When 
manuscripts were obtained for the Palace Library from Benares 
and other places in Northern India, the ancestors of Jambunitha 
bhatta appear to have systematically used their influence to 
make their collection of Sanskrit works. This accounts for 
the existence in this collection of a large number of ancient 
manuscripts evidently copied in Northern India. The texts were 
transcribed by the members of the family, who appear to have 
been learned men. This according to the present owner of this 
Library, was how this collection came into existence. The maim- 
oripts are all written in N&garJ characters and on loose sheets of 
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paper. Having been frequently handled by ignorant and careless 
men the manuscripts became mixed up, and the owner, who 
despaired of restoring order among them, made them into bundles 
and tied them with cloth. About two years ago, Mr. Kuppusw&rai 
Jllstrf, to whom examination of Sanskrit manuscripts is a labour of 
love? prepared a tentative list of the contents of these bundles. 
When I went to Tanjore on the 2nd January, Jambunathabhatfea 
showed me about one hundred of these bundles. A cursory inspect 
tion of them satisfied me that the Library was an important one 
and it should be carefully examined. This meant that not only 
should these works which were still complete be registered in my 
list but that an attempt should also be made to put together pieces 
which, through careless handling, had got out of their places”. 

In 1922, the Library received other valuable collections of 
rare interest, known as the 54 Kag&lkar ” and the “ Patahga Ava- 
dhuta ” collections. The former is about 169 and the latter, about 
100 years old- The collection made by the Kagalkar Family of 
learned Sanskrit Scholars of Tanjore especially versed in Sanskrit 
Grammar (®*rre*W|) contains the autograph copies made by some 
of them of the works composed by themselves and others. Its 
prominent feature is the collection of works on Sanskrit Grammar. 
The collection made by Patangavadhiita whose descendants settled 
at Tiruva^amarudur in Tanjore District contains a large number 
of works on VedSnta and Bhakti (srf^:)* Both these 

collections comprise several Manuscripts which do not already 
exist in this Library. 

The attention of the Government of India and through it of 
the Government of Madras was directed in 1368 to the importance 
of the examination, purchase or transcription of Sanskrit Manus- 
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cripte 3m Indian Libraries and the framing of printed lists or 
catalogues of the same, (Proceedings of the Government of India 
in the Home Department (Public), No. 4388 - 48 , dated Simla, 3rd 
November 1868 ). 

In respect of magnitude as well as the range of subjects dealt 
with, not to speak of the diversity of languages employed, the 
Tanjore Library is probably second to none among Oriental 
Libraries in India. 

In December of the same year, the Government of Madras 
asked Mr. Pickford, Professor of Sanskrit, to carry out the instruc- 
tions of the Government of India. He commenced to catalogue the 
manuscripts at Tanjore ; but he fell seriously ill and bad to return 
to Europe in March 1870 and never came back to India. It is not 
known how much he had done as his unfinished catalogues could 
not be found. (Letter from the Professor of Sanskrit, Presidency 
College, Madias, to the Chief Secretary to the Government of 
Madras, 22nd May 1876, and Letter No. 1660, dated Madras, 7th 
June 1876, from the Director of Public Instruction, Madras, to the 
Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras). 

Thereupon Dr. Burnell, District and Sessions Judge, was 
appointed in G. O. No, 71, dated 16th March 1871, to catalogue the 
Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Library at Tanjore. That learned 
Scholar devoted a great deal of reseaich and labourto the task and 
his catalogue which he styled “ A Classified Index to the Sanskrit 
Manuscripts in the Palace at Tanjore,” was published in three parts 
between 1878 and 1880 in London. This is now the chief key to 
the huge Sanskrit collection in this Library, But unfortunately a 
great many manuscripts, above 4,000, seem to have been omitted 
and his catalogue cannot be said to be '.complete. 



During the coarse of his preparation of the catalogue Dr. 
Burnell wrote to the Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras 
from Bangalore on 6th August 1878 as follows : — 

“ It may perhaps be asked if the Library is worth the labour 
spent on it. I can answer unhesitatingly that it; is. It is now a 
recognised fact that nearly all Sanskrit Works of importance exist 
in different recensions. The Tanjore Library is unrivalled in this 
respect : it contains several good manuscripts of all the most im- 
portant ones known as yet, including a lew that are new 

The Tanjore Library, however, contains additional manuscripts of 
most of the works which I had discovered elsewhere, and this is a 
matter of great importance. 

I believe that this Library must sooner or later, escheat to the 
Government. The preparation of this catalogue will therefore 
protect property of enormous value. Sanskrit Manuscripts have 
long been very dear and the cost of making proper transcripts is 
now very heavy. As far as I can judge, it would not be possible 
to form a Collection like that at Tanjore at a less cost than i860, 000 
but many manuscripts are unquestionably unique.” 

The Tanjore Maharaja Serfoji’s Sarasvatl Mahal Library is 
now a public library in the full sense of that term, the Government 
of Madras through the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments 
being responsible for its administration. The collection belonged 
to the reigning princes of Tanjore — -the Mahrafcha Maharajas. 
When the last of them died leaving no direct male heir and after 
the death of the last surviving Eta^i this collection together with 
the other properties formed the subject of litigation in civil courts. 
There was a rumour a few years ago that the collection had 
attracted the attention of some wealthy patrons of learning from 
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Overseas, And it would appear that arrangements were very nearly 
ready tosell the whole collection outright at an assessed value* when 
public attention was focussed on certain remarks of Dr. Burnell 
to the effect that “it would not be possible to form a collection like 
that at Tanjore at a less cost than £ 50,000**. The parties concern- 
ed had perforce to wake up and the deal was not immediately 
concluded. The public of Tanjore also began to interest themselves 
in the affair adequately. It was rightly considered as a question 
of National pride. The parties in G. S. No. 26 of 1912 on the file 
of the Subordinate Judge of Tanjore agreed that it was eminently 
fit that the Library should be preserved and maintained as a Public 
Library in trust for the public and removed the Library and one 
lakh of rupees to provide for its up-keep, from the subject-matter of 
the suit. The Government of Madras in G. O. No. 1306 Home 
(Education), dated 5th October 1918, accordingly took possession 
of the same under the Charitable Endowments Act and have 
framed a scheme for the management of the same. 

Since the Library became a Public Trust there has been a 
marked improvement in the reception accorded to it by the public. 
Various liberal and generous-minded benefactors have come forward 
with magnanimous offers. The Library has been enriched with 
several very fine collections of manuscripts, every one of them rare, 
valuable and very interesting. The Kagalkar collection* Jamfou- 
n&tha Bhat Li&4&gai collection and the Patanga AvadhHta collec- 
tion — all these three alone number 2181 manuscripts. Besides 
these, the Tyagaraja Svami collection which alone contains mare 
than 1000 manuscripts ; then the minor collections—the Bubrah- 
ma^ya fStatefcri collection, Subrahma^ya Rao collection* Ramaoandra 
G&H&pat collection, Nllaka^fha fS&stri collection* DevaAankara 
Tawkec collection, Gopalakffpa Devaleker collection* and Kff&iji 
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Mehta collection — all are of great and paramount importance. 

‘The manuscripts are either on palm leaf or on paper. They 
ar© of very different value and come from very different sources. 
A large collection of these are recent Nagarl copies of manuscripts 
in South Indian characters and are at least a century old. 

These manuscripts are in more than eleven distinct alphabet® 
being from all parts of India. On the whole, one may easily say 
that the total number of manuscripts now in this Library is likely 
to exceed 30,000. 

A large number of original records belonging to the last 
reigning house of Tanjore which will be of very great importance 
for reconstructing the political and social history of the M ahr&tha 
rule in Southern India has recently been transferred to the car© of 
this Library from the Civil Court by order of the Judge. 

Besides these manuscripts there are also a number of books 
and Manuscripts in almost all the Indian and European languages 
and on almost aU branches of human knowledge. Special mention 
may here be made of the books and manuscripts in Telugu, Tamil, 
M&hrlthi and English on account of their number and importance. 

Dr. Burnell issued what he modestly styled c< A Classified 
Index to the Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Palace at Tanjore/* 
between 1878 and 1880. Between 1880 and 1918 for very nearly 
forty years, the Library has been the victim of many an outrage. 
Those who were in possession gave oat on loan very many manus- 
cripts which were never returned. And many more somehow or 
other, found themselves into Libraries other than at Tanjore. Dr. 
Burnell’® Catalogue is very usfui to us to trace out lost manuscripts 
which are never likely to come back to us* Our losses are 
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probably far more : for even Dr. Burnell’s admirable catalogue 
was by no means a complete catalogue of all that existed. For, 
where be mentions a single work in a bundle, we are able today 
to trace two or more works in the same bundle. 

The Committee appointed by the Government of Madras took 
charge early in 1919. Since then, they have been busily pushing 
forward the work of revising and preparing a fresh catalogue of all 
the works now in the Library according to the latest scientific 
methods. Bach work is described in detail in a card -index -form 
which contains all the necessary particulars. 

In 1920 a Catalogue of printed books in French, Latin, Italian 
and Greek was published. In 1925 three volumes of a Catalogue 
of Tamil Manuscripts in the Library were published. From the 
year 1924 a Catalogue of Mahrathi Mss. and books of this 
Library is being prepared ; the first Volume was published 
in 1928. These are now on sale and can be had from the 
Secretary of the Library. 

The Administrative Committee of the Library approached 
the Government of Madras, year after year with the request for a 
special grant to enable them to prepare and publish a descriptive 
catalogue of the Sanskrit Manuscripts in this Library. In their 
G. O. No. Mis. 668 Dated 9th April 1927, the Government of 
Madras were pJeasea to allot the necessary funds for a "three-year 
programme for carrying out the long delayed desire of the Com- 
mittee. The work of cataloguing and printing has since been 
pushed forward with great rapidity.

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GENERAL SCHEME 

OE THE 

DESCRIPTIVE CATALOGUE, 

Dr. Burnell issued 54 A Classified Index of the Sanskrit Mss. in 
the Palace at Tan jo* e 5,3 in three parts between 1878-1880 and 
noticed briefly 12*376 Mss. At present the Library possesses more 
than 25,000 Sanskrit Mss. The present Descriptive Catalogue 
is expected to furnish detailed notices regarding all the 
Sanskrit Mss. When the scheme of a descriptive catalogue of the 
Sanskrit Mss. in the Tanjore Palace Library, Tanjore* was first 
discussed, I expected that the whole catalogue may not exceed 
5000 pages of printed matter. But the experience of the last two 
years shows that the Descriptive Catalogue would easily exceed 
10,000 pages. As the Government Grant sanctioned in G. O. No. 
Mis, 563 dated 9th April 1927 contemplates only a three-year 
programme ending with 31st March 1930 for catalogue estimated 
to extend over approximately 5,000 pages, I have to set forth in 
detail the scheme which is proposed to serve as a guide for the 
Sanskrit Mss. contained in this Library. 

The 25,600 Sanskrit Mss. of this Library may b© roughly 
classified under the following heads : —

VOLUME I. 

Volume I describes in detail the Satphitas of the four Vedas 
and the bhSsyas thereon. There are 696 Mss. dealing with the 
Sarpthitas of the four Vedas. Along with the Rg-VedasanahitS 
the Rg-Vedie Miscellaneous SOktas, the Rg- Vedasamhitanukra- 
mafjikas and 3$g-Vedapadapatfhas are also noticed. Similarly, along 
with the SamavedasatnhitS, the Samaxedapadapithas, the Sama- 
vedaganas and their Anukramapikas are described. After the 
Samhitas of the four Vedas the SanahitabhSfyas (Nos. 697-697) 
are noticed. This completes Volume I. 

VOLUME II. 

The Second Volume begins with the BrShmaijas belonging to 
the various Vedas. Nos. 698-828 describe the BrahmaQas. The 
BrahmaQabhagyas are then noticed (Nos. 829-869). After the 
various Brah m apabhSryas , the Arabyakas are described (Nos- 860 
-898), The Upanisads are then dealt with (Nos. 899 — 1420). They 
are classified according to the Veda to which they are attached, as 
is described in detail in the M u k tikopanif ad . Those that are not 
mentioned in the Muktikopani^ad are grouped under the general 
heading ‘ Miscellaneous Upani«ads.’ Nos. 1421-1426 deal with a 
few Miscellaneous items belonging to the Brahmaipas and Upani- 
•ads. Here ends the Second Volume. 

VOLUME III. 

The Third Volume begins with the Bhafyas on the Upaniaads 
(Nos. 1427-1677). To make the BhSfyas more intedlegible from the 
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point of view of a student of Philosophy, these have been classified 
according to the schools of Philosophy to which the comment 
tutors belonged. Nos, 1427-1559 describe the Upanisadbhafyas 
belonging to the Adv&ita school, Nos. 1570*1073 to the Dvaiia 
school and Nos. 16 74-1677 to the VlSisfldv&ita school. 

The Vedangas are next taken up. The Mss. on §Sik§a, Ghandas 
Nirubta and Jyantisa (Nos. 1673- 1723) are described. These are 
followed by the Mss. on Vedalaksana more particularly comprised 
by Vedic grammar, including PrSti&akhya and other subsidiary 
texts (Nos. 1724-1816). Nos. 1817-1942 contain notices of Mss, 
belonging to the subject-matter described in Volumes I-1II, in 
the form of a Supplement, as these were detected too late for 
incorporation ©artier. Here ends the Third Volume. 

At the end of the Third Volume several Indices are added. 
War such indices, Volumes I— III are treated as a whole. The 
indices deal alphabetically with c Name s of Authors ? Owners oj Mss 
Scribes of Mss* and Names of Works . 

VOLUME IV. 

Volume IV describes in detail Slrauta- Sutras, Bhieyas thereon 
and a portion of fSrauta Prayogae. Nos. 1943-2028 describe the 
various S$rautastStras belonging to the first three Vedas. The 
dr&utasutrabhasyas are then noticed in detail (Nos. 2029-2072). 
These are followed by Mss., on ^rautaprayoga (Nos. 2078-2356) 
chiefly dealing with the seven Haviryajhasatpsthls and their 
accessories. These are the Adhana, Agnihotra, the Anvaram~ 
bha9lya» the DarSapur^&inisa, the Agraya^a, the Pi^dapitryajta, 
the Citurmasya, the Niru<Jhapa6ubandha and the Sautrama^I 
sacrifices* Under each of these, the Mss. belonging to the 3Jg- 
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Veda ate first noticed ; then come those belonging to Sinutveda 
and Yajur-Veda, respectively. 

VOLUME V. 

Volume V describes in detail the manuscripts "on <3rauta 
prayoga, numbering 420 (Nos. 2857 — 2776). The Volume begins 
with the description of the seven - s <*«ia SmnstAas (i.e.,) Agniftoma, 
Atyagniftoma, Ukthya, AtirSfcra, Sodaii, Aptoryama and Vajapeya. 
The manuscripts dealing with each of these saipsthas completely 
are first described in detail. At the end of each complete satpsthi# 
the manuscripts dealing with the prayoga relating to individual 
Btviks are described. 

The manuscripts described belong to the three schools of 
AAvalSyana, Apastamba and Bodhayana. 

Independent works on krauts, dealing with the various schools 
find a place next to the manuscripts dealing with the prayoga 
relating to individual Ijttviks. These are followed by the descrip- 
tion of certain metrical works, technically called Srauta Karikis. 
They summarise the procedure to be adopted in the performance 
of the various sacrifices. 

Manuscripts dealing with the expiatory ceremonies (PrSyaA- 
oittas) are dealt with next. Most of these expiatory ceremonies 
are, it may be observed, in the form of iftis. Other miscellaneous 
ifti-prayogas are described in detail after the priya^eittas. The 
volume concludes with the description of the manuscripts dealing 
with the various fSastras. 


VOLUME VI. 

Volume VI describes the KSvya Mss. in the Library. This 
Library is particularly rich in Kivya manuscripts. These are 





dealt with in two volumes (i.e.) Volumes VI and VII. The sixth 
volume deals with the F&ucarnahSk&vyas, other MahakSvyas and 
Sha^iakavyas* The P&hcamhakavyas are the Raghnvam^a* the 
Kumlrasambhava, the XlrUtarjunlya* the SliAup&Iavadha and the 
Naifadha. Each of these works is represented by a large number 
of manuscripts and consequently a slight change has been adopted 
In cataloguing these works. One manuscript is described in detail and 
the rest have been given in a tabular form, which is self-explana- 
tory, Thus No. 27 77 describes in detail a copy of the Ragbuvam^a 
and the tabular statement begins with No. *2778 and continues up 
to No. 2989. Of MalSinatha’s commentary on the B.aghuvam4a there 
are a number of copies and as before, one of them (No. 2990) Is 
described in detail and the rest are described in tabular form 
(Nos. 2991-3044). Each Mahak&vya and its comnaetary are being

A word of explanation has to be said in connection with 
this classification. The works included under the heading Pataka 
do not always contain a centum of verses. In many cases they 
exceed 100 and in a few they are below that number; and in spite 
of this apparent inconsistency, the authors of the respective 
works have named the works as Patakas and they have been given 
under this heading in our classification. 


In classifying the manuscripts under the heading CampO- 
kSvyas, certain works, though they are in the campS style of 
compositions have been taken from that place and removed to the 
heading ‘carita’ since their chief aim is in portraying the history 
of the times and the individuals about whom they are written. 
Thus Colacampuh (No. 4213), VaradambikSparigayacampuh 
(No. 4220), Dharmavijayacampuh (No. 4231), BhosalavamAivall- 
campuh (No. 4240) and ^arabharajavilasah (No. 4241) have been 
taken over to the section ‘Carita’. 

Popular stories like the Hitopade6a and other works have 
been included under the section Katha.

PREFACE TO THE CONTENTS 
OF VOLS. VI & VII. 

The Manuscripts on Kalyas are described in Volumes VI 
and VII. The following classification has been adopted while 
dealing with the subject-matter of the various works concerned. 
It is widely known that the Raghuv&tpia* KumiraS&xnbhava, 
Kiratirjunly&) £$i§upSlavadha and the Naisadha are known collec® 
tively as the Pahcam&hikavyas. These have been given the first 
place. 

KALIDASA, 

RaghuvamAa with its commentaries is described in Nos, 2777 
-8044. Kumirasambhava, with its commentaries* is described 
in Nos, 8045-3094. It is to be noted that no Ms. of the Kumars- 
sambhava in this library extends beyond the 8th canto. 

Among the 2 commentaries on the Kumlraaambhava deg** 
crifoed here, special mention may be made of the commentary by 
Narahari. Beyond the fact that Narahari is the son of Bhaskara 
we do not know anything else about the author. 

Regarding the date of Kalidasa, much has been already said 
by scholars, both Indian as well as European. Borne place him 
as early as the first century B- C. while many others take him as 
far down as 6th century A. D. 

bharavi. 

The Kiratarjunlya of Bharavi is noticed in Nos. 3096-3164. 
A fine edition of this Klvya has been published by the Nir^aya- 
aag&ra Press, Bombay, 



After the publication of the Avantisundardk&thasSra in the 
name of 2>aQ$in, the relation between Dax&$in and BhSr&vi is 
mad© clear* Bhfaavi was Baffin's grandfather and ©Yen in the 
days of Bharavi they had come down from the north to K5ucl~ 
purain and lived under the patronage of the Pallava Kings 
Mahendravarman and N&rasimhavarman* The dates of Mahendra* 
varman and Narasihmavarinan fall in the beginning of the 7th cen- 
tury of the Christian Era. This date well nigh agrees with the 
other facts known to ns, Prabh&kara quotes from the Kiratarjuniya 
and we know that Prabhakara lived in the middle of the 7th cen- 
tury. The Aihole inscription of Pnlake&in dated 634 A, D. refers 
to Bharavi as a great poet. These facts lend much support to the 
view that Bhiravi should have flourished in the end of the 6th 
century and probably also in the opening decade of the 7th century. 

There are two commentaries on the Kiratirjunlya preserved 
in this library. The one is the famous commentary of Mallinitha. 
The other (No. 3187) ia anonymous and refers to previous com- 
mentaries upon it. Unfortunately this commentary is preserved 
in an incomplete form. 

magha. 

Magha*s £li&upal&Y&dha is next described in Nos. 8188-3372* 
The date of Magha is still a problem. Dr. Keith places him after 
700 A* D. He argues that Magha, knew the Ka&ikavftti and the 
Nyasa of Jinendrafaiiddhi thereon. He further says that Magha 
knew the Visavdatta of Subandhu. But on the other hand, it 
has been shown in a recent note in the Journal of Oriental 
Kesearch Yob IV that Magha should be considered to be earlier 
than Bhartfhari, the author of the BhagavFtti. We know that 
Bhaxtrh&ri died in 650 A. D* The date of Magha remains therefor© 
unsettled problem* 
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Magha was probably a Vaiiya as the appellation Vaiiik usually 
applied to him indicates. His father was Dattakasarvacarya and 
his grandfather^ Suprabh&deva. 

Three different commentaries on the BiiiiipI.laYadha are 
preserved in this library. One is that of Mallioafeha* (Nos. 337S- 
348fi). The other is that of C&ritravardhanac&rya* (Nos. 3485 &• 
3437 ). 

SrI HAESA, 

Sri Haraa’s Naifadha is described in Nos. 8444-3605. The 
date of Sri Harfa is now taken to be fairly settled. He is regarded 
to have flourished at the end of the 12 th century, A. D. on the 
strength of his supposed contemporaniety with Jayacandra from a 
reference in Merutunga’s Prabandhacintimaei, A careful consi- 
deration of the whole question is likely to reveal the fact that the 
date assumed as settled may have to be revised in the light of fur- 
ther evidences. A peristent tradition says that Udayana defeated 
the father of 6frl Hariia in a debate and that the father extracted a 
promise from the son on his deathbed that he will relieve his lost 
prestige. Sri Harsa has made Udayana the special target of his 
attack in his Kha^danakha^d&khadya. We know that by the end 
of the 10th century (984 A. £>.) Udayana became famous* The 
present date therefore of Sri Harsa needs revision. 

Four different commentaries on the Naifadha are preserved 
in this library. M&Uinatha’s commentary (Noe. 3605-8678) and 
N&rSyaVa’B commentary (Nos. 3679-89) have been already pub- 
lished. The commentary of Befaramacandra (Nos. 8690-91) 
has not been published so far. Ssaaramacandra is very probably 
the son of SefanSriyaVa who is extolled by Sefaramacandra as 
having made his pupils Kumarilas^ Akf&padas* KaHadas etc. 





thereby meaning that he taught the Mlmasnsa, Nywya and ^ai&esika 
to his pupils and that they attained high proficiency iu all® 

VifivoSvara bhaffa whose commentary is described in Nos, 
8092 c% 9S is a comparatively unknown author and the comment- 
ary too is preserved only in a fragmentary condition. 

This closes the section on the FahcaiuahakSvyas. 

IS VAR A SUM ATI. 

Parvatlp&rinaya of I^varasumaii is preserved in this library 
only In an ineontplef;© form (No, 3694). As far as it is available^ 
we are able to see that the author imitates Kalidasa successfully. 
Definite information regading the author m not available. If a 
conjecture could be made from the name, we may hazard the opi- 
nion that he might have had some connection with the family of 
Samarapuugava DSksita. Many persons of that family had the 
appellation Sumati. 

MBTYUNJAYA, 

Mrtyufijaya, the author of the Pradyumnottaracarita (No. 8095) 
was a scion of the family of the famous RajacffiJ&mam Dlksita. The 
author was a pupil of RajacudSmani also. His father 'was known 
as Ghafcika6afcam Ayya. Dlkeita. The date of the author can be 
determined with a fair degree of accuracy. RajacHdlmapi wrote 
in 1036 his Tantrafekhamaci and Mrtyufijaya as his pupil should 
belong to the middle of the 17th century, A . D. 

VENKATANATHA. 

PrahalSdavijaya of Veak&t&nltha is noticed in No* 3096. 
Several Venkatanathas are known to us and it is not known with 
whom the compiler of the PrahlSdavijaya is identical* The com- 
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pilation itself brings together the verses found in the JBhSrata, 
BMg&vata, Vispa? JDfaarmottara, Matsya,* Marasihina? Mirada? 
KSrma and other Putinas. 

sitryanabayanakavl 

S&yaoirlya^a K&vi is the author of the Prisabhirata whieh 
is described under Mo. 8697 and 8698. The author tells us that 
he belonged to the K&Ayapagotra and that he is the son of one 
Viivanitha Stunati. The work deals with the story of the Maha- 
bhSrate 9 though no other particulars regarding the author are 
available, the author? it may be conjectar©d 3 belonged to the 17th 
century, 

AGASTYAPANDITA. 

In an article in the Journal of the Mythic Society Yol. X 
there appeared an article wherein it was surmised, on the basis 
of a verse in the Pr&tiparodrfya that Vsdvanatha may be identical 
with Agastya PaQ$it& of Balabharata fame and that the term 
Vidyinitfaa is only a title, not a name. Assuming the suggestion 
to be correct, we may date Agastya in the 14th century. His 
native place will then be Warangai and his patron, Prataparudra. 

The following works of Agastya are preserved in this library:- 

i. Pratlparudrlya 

ii. Bliabharatam 

iii. Xyf^acaritam—a prose work 

Of these the first will be described in a later Volume. Balabharata 
is noticed under Nos* 3699-8705. The Kfwacarita is represented 
by two copies, numbered 9991 & 92. He is said to have written 
more than 60 works but most of them are ‘now lost to -us* 



'The Balabharaaa has been commented upon fry Sslwa Tim* 
maya DagfadtainStka (Mo. 3706.) who belonged U> the court of 
Spwa De?a Raya, Emperor of Vijayaraagar. in the beginning of 
the 16th century. Consequently the date «f the author of this 
commentary should be ft*® lbfch century. 

BHATT1. 

The Bhattikavya (Nos. 37 ‘V7~ 3 y) is a Mahlkivya by one 
Bhatti. A good deal of speculation is being made regarding the 
identity of this Bhaffi. Bhatfci seems to be the prikft rendering 
of the Sanskrit word Bharta or Bhartr and if so, who this BhartS 
or Bhartf is, is a matter of doubt. At the. and of the commentary, 
Jayamangala we find a reference to SSrSdhar&sena and from epi- 
graphical records we know that SJrldharasena was ruling ir. the 
beginning of the 7th century A, D. The commentator makes 
him out as identical with Bhartyhari, the famous grammarian who 
died in 651 A. D. How far this identification is sustainable is 
matter for farther research. 

The RhaMsikSvya consists of four main chapters called KS^&s 
They are 1 Praklrpa, 2 Prasanna, 3 AdhikSra and 4 Tinanta. 
The whole work consists of 22 sargas. The story contained is that 
of the RSmSya^a. This Kivya is otherwise known as Setubandha 
also. The commentary that is preserved in this library on the 
Bhaftikivya is the Jayamaagal® (Nos. 3714-16.) 

MALAYA. 

MlnSksIpariijaya (Nos. 3717-18) is the work of Malay akavi. 
He is the son of Raman Stha of BhSradvajagotra. The name as 
well as the subject indicate the intimate relation which the author 



should have had with Madura. The work shows traces of the 
Influence of Sri Nllaka^fha JDikflia of SSivalllarVava fa me. The 
author of this KIvya therefore might haw flourished in the 17th 
or even the 18th century,, 

BflAGAYANTA. 

Bhagavanta is fee third son of QangSdharadhv&rixi, the 
minister to fee M&harafha Kings of T&njore, GaagSdhara had 
3 sons, N&rasihma* Tryambaka and Bhagavanta. The date of 
Bhagav&nta fails therefore in the ©ad of the 17th century and 
fee beginning of the 18th century. 

The two works of Bhagavante feat are noticed her© are :™ 

1. Mukundavillsakavya (No. 8719) 

2. Ultra Gampuh (Nob. 4028-29) 

From the way in which Tryam b&karaya refers to himself 
and his family in the Bharmakiita, we are led to infer that Bhaga- 
vanla was not boro or that he was too young to be eotuited whan 
the Bharmakuta was composed. Tryambaka refers to his elder 
brother and himself as fee two sons of their parents. 

VENKATE&l. 

This Yenksteia is the author of the KSvya, YamakSrJjava and 
its Vyikhy 5— described under No. 3720. This KSvya was com- 
posed in daka 15 ?8, corresponding to A, D. 1656. He tells as 
that he composed the Kavyas 

(1) Ram acandroday a 

(2) Yamakirpava 

(5) SudhSvilasa 

and (I) SudhlvilSsanandana in the order in which 
they are noted above. His genealogy is given on page 263*. 



Tfa© RSmacandrodayak&vya is noticed under Nos, 3731-S2* 
The Ramaeaedrodaya was composed, according to the verse, 

in Kali 4736, corresponding to A. D. 1085. Twenty one years 
later the YamaklrtJava was composed as noted above. 

The author himself has commented upon the Liamacandro- 
days,. The commentary is noticed under Nos. 3733-35. 

VAMANABHATTABANA. 

Two works of VSmana Bhafcfca JBSna are noticed in these two 
Volumes. They are 

1- The Raghunafchaearita, (No. 37 dl) 
and 2. The Vlranar&yanaearifca (No. 4025) 

The former, which has not been printed by any bod} so tar 
summarises the story of the LiSmSyaga in 30 cantos. 

The other is a biography of his patron, Vfranarayana, other- 
wise known as Vemabhupala. This latter work has been published 
in the Sri Va9» Vilas Press. 

There was a time when he was mistakenly identified with 
the old Baija Bhatta even by well informed scholars. In the in- 
troduction to the Sri Va?i Vilas Edition of the Parvatlparij^ayanfi- 
taka of Vamana Bhatta Baiga Pandit B. V. Krishnamachariar has 
definitely shown that the author of these works ia different from 
his famous namesase and that he was a native of the Andhra 
Districts in the lJth century. 

RAMABHADRAMBA. 

BSmabhadrSmbS was one of the enlightened ladies of the 
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NSyak Court of Tail 3 ore. She was the wife of the famous Ragha* 
nitha Nayak win; ruled early in the 17th ceutury, Her compost- 
tioo-j Raghuuath&bhyudaya described mmder 2 $o. 8722 is a blogra- 
phy of her enlightened husband. The work is a fine specimen of 
Sanskrit composition and will bear ample testimony to what Indian 
ladies could do an the literary field ayen during compartivel'y 
modern times. 

SERFOJEE. 

Raghayacarita— a composition dealing with the story of 
the RSmaya^a — has come down to us in the name of Serfojee. 
This Beifojee is known to have ascended the throne in 1711 A. D. 
after his brother Sahajee. 

There appears to be some sort of doubt regarding the author- 
ship of the work in question. In one place we find the colophon? 

fcfNr: 

and this makes us think that one Paficarafcnakavi should have been 
responsible, far the work. The colophon at the end definitely 
attributes the work to the Royal author. The truth therefore 
seems to lie in the fact that the work was actually composed by 
the court poet of Serfojee, Pancaratnakavi by name and attributed 
to his master probably as a sign of respect and regard for the 
master. From other evidences we know that there was one 
Pancaratnakavi in the court of Serfojee. 

KA VIRAJ A PANDITA. 

Kaviraja’s .RSghavapIi?#avIya is noticed in Nos. 8724-29. He 
vras patronised by the Kadamba King Vlrakamadeva of whom he 
was probably a comet poet. There are sufficient reasons to believe 
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feat Savirija is older than BSiaiekbara and consequently be 
should have belonged to a period anterior to the 10th century A.D. 

The B5ghavap5*#avlya is a Kavya wherein every stanxa is 
capable of a double interpretation, one applicable to BSma and 
the other applicable to Kfttga. 

A commentary on this by one I«akfma©a is noticed under 
No. 3731. 

mahabudbasihma. 

The Vijiianatarangi^I described under No. 3786 is the only 
work of Maharudrasihma that has come down to us. Beyond 
this we do not know much of the author. 

vIraraghava. 

There are many Vlraraghavas known to us. Many are noted 
in our catalogue. The present writer is the son of Vfpa Venkafa- 
pati, who is himself the son of one Nelluri Rangamantrin.

It is said that when 
Appayya Dlkfita died NUaka^tha was a boy of 12. As a result 
of the blessings of the Dlksita, young Nllakagtha soon roBS to 
eminence and became the minister of the Niyaks of Madura. 
After retiring from service, he settled in the village of Pallmafai 
in the Tinnevelly District, where his descendents are still seen, 
(the editor of this catalogue being himself eighth in descent front 
dr I Nllakagtha himself).

APPAYYA DIK^ITA, 

It is generally believed that Appayya flourished between 1664 
and 1626 A. D. Trie two articles in the Journal of Oriental 
Research (Vols. II <fe III) show that the date of this great scholar 
should be shifted back by about 30 years at least. His Harivaxpia- 
sSracaritavyakhyft is preserved in this library. The original Text 
is not available at present. 

TR1 V IKRAM APANDIT A. 

Trivikramapaq>$it* who was* according to tradition an udvaitm 
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originally and a concert to dratiism later on is the author of 
the Ufihara^akavya. The author belongs fco about the 15th cen- 
tury A.D, 

The Ufaharapa of this author is noticed under Mos* 974S-44* 
The Kavya has been commented upon by Sumatlndra (Nos- 
S74 5-46) who was a contemporary of the Niyak Kings of Tanjore 
in the early 17th century. A, D. 

SUBYANA EAY ANA Y A J V A N. 

This SSryanariyaea Is different from the author of the 
Frasabh&r&tarn, i efei red to already, 'Che surname AlUri of this 
author indicates that he was an Andhra. His father w as Yajfte6- 
vara Yajvan and his mother Juanamba. He was living in the 
Court of one liiagayyasilri and once while in Court took the vow 
that he would compose a work in the course of a single day. The 
present composition is the result of the vow and hence the name 
Ekadinaprabandha* The work itself deals with the story of the 
Mahabhirata.

He is the author 
of the Citr abandharain ay ana (Nos 3772 — 73) wherein the story of 
the liamayaJ?a is composed in verses of various bandhas. The 
father of VenkateSa ( i. e. ) YajiianSrayana, son of Koijdabhattopa- 
dhyiya has commented upon his son’s composition (Nos. 3774 — ■ 
76.) The one thing that we know of this author is that he is an 
Andhra, his surname Carakuri suggests it. 

BIDHANA 

Bilhapa is familiar to ns as the protege of Vikramankedeva, 
the Calukya king who reigned between 1076-1112 A.D. at 
KalySpa. His Corapanca^ika is preserved in this library (Nos. 
3781—91). 

JAGANNATHA. 

Several JagannSthas are known to Sanskrit literary history. 
One is the author of the Basagattgadhara and other works. 
Another was a protege of the Tanjore Maharatha Court. The 
present writer seems to be different from either. The fact that 
the Ms. of Jagannatha’s works. J nanavilSsakavy a (No. 37 32) was 
sent from Benares, having been purchased in Benares for the 
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Tt&njoee library by Dhuodhiraja She commentator on the Mudra- 
rikfasa is enough to tell ns that the author should hare been a 
native of Northern India. The date of the author too should 
be taken to be earlier than 1636 A. D. ter that -was the date of 
Dhtt&fctiraja. 

BAV3DJBVA. 

The authorship of the Nalodaya has been called into question 
by various writers. The majority of the Mss. of the Nalodaya 
attribute the work to Kalidasa but the work, both in point of view 
of style and merit, scarcely seems to be from the pen of that prince 
of Sanskrit poets. Obviously an inferior hand should have been at 
work on the composition. One Manuscript in this library. No. 3811 
attributes the authorship to one Bavideva. Evidently the name 
Bavideva should be that of the unknown author of the Nalodaya.

This Dbarma^ 
raja, it is surmised might have belonged to the class of tempi® 
priests technically called Gurnkkals. 

rImacandba, 

Rlmacandra? the author of the Rgdhivinod&klvya and its 
commentary (Nos, 3838 — 41) was the son of on© Janlrdana, who 
was himself the son of on© Purufottama. It is likely that the 
author belonged to the Gar-jam District. 

The forerunner of the Sam&e&akavyas is that prince of Sans- 
krit poets, Kalidasa, the author of the Meghasandeia. Several 
imitations of that famous work have come down to ns and are 
preserved in this library. 

1. KOKIIjASANDESIa by Venkafacarya, son of TitSeSrya 
and MauktikimbikS. 

2. GAKORASAN DE^A by Perostici, probably the father of 
Jag&nnStha Pap^ita of Kasagangadhara fame. 

3, HAMSASANDE^A by Vedanta Deiika, and another 

4, HAMS ASAN DE^A by an anonymous writer but 
different from tb© previous one. 

Among the commentaries on the Meghasande&a preserved 
here, special mention may be made of Sthiradeva’s commentary, 
described under No. 3885. The copy in this library is dated 
1600 A. IX and therefore it is certain that the author is older 
but by how many years, we cannot say yet. The author was 
evidently a Jain. 

AMARU&ATAKA. 

There is generally a unanimity in the colophons of the 
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©opies of the Amaru&ataka in this library,. Almost all of thorn 
attribute the authorship of the Ravya to Islrl Bankaracarya. It is the 
commentary of Ve mabhupala alone which says that the author is 
Amaraka.

The author of the M a h i$aAa t aka is known by the name of 
Vouched vax a and he belonged to the family of the . famous (provin- 
dadlkaita. He was a contemporary of Pratapasihrna Maharaja 
king of Tan j or® (A. D. 1741—64). His grandson, another Van- 
chefcvara, and identical with the commentator on the Hira9.yake£i 
^rauta Sutras has commented upon, the Mahiftofotaka and it is 
noticed in Nos. 3947 — 49 . 

NILiAKaNTHAKAVI. 

NHakaflthakavi is the author of the Srn g »ra£a ta k am , described 
under No.. 3966. The work was composed in 1705 A. D. and the 
author says that he is the grandson of ViflcheSvara through the 
daughter. It is very likely that the V ailche&vsra referred to is 
the same as the author of the MahisaAafcaka- 

BANA. 

Among the Gfadyakavyas, the K&dambarl of BaQabbatfa is re- 
presented by a fairly large number of manuscripts (Nos. 3958 — 
8990). The GadyacintSmani of VSdlbfaasihma is represented by 
Nos. 3993 and 94.

Among the copies of the Da&akumaracarita preserved in this 
library there are 2 recensions? one a bigger one, corr6Bpojo. ,m

appadIksita 

Appidhvarin, a contemporary of Tryam bakarSya and protege 
of dihaji (1684 — 1710) is one of the famous names in the literary 
history of South India. His Acaranavanlta is a marvei of Srufti 
scholarship. The present work Ghiurlmiy BramSh atmy a carppOfi. 
(Ho. 4085) deale with the greatness of the tituler deities of Maya- 
varain, the town near which he was living. His native place was 
Kilayur in the Tanjore District. An informing article on Appi- 
dhvarin, has appeared in the Journal of Oriental Research Vol. 
III. 

nrsihmamAtya. 

Nfsihma, brother of Tryam bakariyamakhin is the author of 
the Tripuravijayacampub described under No. 4086. 

ATIUAT RAYA JIN. 

AfciratraySjin is the younger brother of firi Nllakaptha Dlkfita. 
He is the author of the Tripuravijayacampuh described under Ho. 
4037, and the KuAakumadvatly a , described under Nos. 4346 and 
4347. His literary activities fall in the middle of the 1 7th cen- 
tury A. D. 

V ENKATJEtfVARA . 

* * 

A Venka|e4vara, son of Mntfeimbi has commented upon the 
Nllakaijthavijayacampu. Who this Yen kate& vara is, is not clear 
at present. 

Among the HpsihmacampQs preserved in this library there 
are three different works.

The identity of Ee&ava bhatta too is doubtful, for there have 
been many Ke&av&s. 

RAGHUNATHA. 

The RaghunStha, whose work, MlrutivijayacanapS^ is des- 
cribed under No. 4106 was the pupil of one Baghunandana and 
seems fcc have been a native of Northern India. 


Bhoja’a RimayaQacampuh was composed, it is said, during 
the course of a single night. Rijaefs^amatpi DSkaita gives the in- 
formation. And during the night he probably found time to 
write out the portion to the end of the SundarakiQ$a alone. 
Since then several writers have composed the further portions. 
Among them, one XiakamaQa seems to have been the oldest. Raja* 
d33*ma$i Dfkaita took upon himself the task of finishing it and 
wrote out the ITuddhaka^tfa portion (No. 4189). GhanaAyama 
wrote another (No. 8143). Except £iakf mama’s the rest have not 
yet been published. An anonymous writer has composed the 
Uttarakfiq^a portion (No. 4140). 

KALAHASTI. 

The work called Vasucaritracampu described unde? Nos* 
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4146 and 4147? by Kiiak&sfci represents a Sanskrit rendering of the 
Vasmearita, a famous Teiugu work by Sufnatha, one of the greatest 
of Teingn poets in the 16th century. This K&Iabasii* probably a 
native of Kalahasti and later a domicile in Kliicfpnr&sn, was one 
of the pupils of Sri Appayya DSkfita and consequently ho belongs 
to the middle of the 16th century, 

BHARMARAJA. 

The V enkafee&acam pu , described under No. 41 58 is the work 
of this author . He tells ns here that he is the son of one Raghuna- 
tha. Perhaps this i* the same Oharrn&raja referred to as the 
author of the Sabhapativilasa Nafcaka. 'Che author belongs to 
the Tanjore District and lived in the 17th and 18th centuries. 

V1RUPAKSA. 

Virupfikaa is the author of two works, Colaeampu and gliva- 
vilasacampu. The former is described under No. 4218 and it 
deals with the life of Kulottunga Cola. The second is described 
under No. 4160 and deals with the greatness of Siva. The author 
is the son of Sivagucu and Gofcami. We know of a Vlrupgkaa in 
the 18th century and it is not known whether they are identical 
with each other. 

visnuSabman. 

Among the Mss. on Kafcha is to be noted that in this library 
are preserved both the Northern and the Southern recensions of 
the Panc&tantra. 

Among the Bhojaprabandhas preserved in this library, two 
different texts are to be seen, one completely at variance with the 
other. The most common text is represented by Nos. 4181—86. 
No. 4187 represents the new text, evidently by a Jain writer. 
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purubajavam^aseama. 

In this anonymous work, (No* 4207) wo Snd a list ol tike Pora- 
Qio kings, beginning from Puru. The list fairly corresponds to 
the one found in the Mahabharata, but in details of names a diver- 
gence is noticeable. The date of tne compilation is not known. 

GOVINDANATHA. 

Among the Slah k ar a v i j ay a s preserved in this library, special 
mention may be made oi the work oi Govindan&tha (No, 4208) 
which deals with the life of Sri Sankara in 9 chapters. It is likely 
that* -this Govindanatha is later than VyasEcalayati who too com- 
posed a flaakaravijaya. (Nos. 4209-10). 

PADMAGUPTA. 

Parimalak&Iidasa, alias Padmagupta is the author of the 
Navasahasaakacarita (No. 4214) a historical romance, . published 
in the Bombay Sanskrit Series. It may be noted that the 
manuscript of this library was mainly utilised in publishing the 
text in that Series. Padmagupta was a contemporary of Mull j a— 
alias VSkpati and the Catukya King Tailapa II, .So he belongs to 
the end of the 10th century A. D, and probably also to the begin- 
ning of the 11th century A. D, 

EAJANATHA, 

Rajanatha/s Acyufcarayabhy udaya Nos. (4216-19) is a histori- 
cal Kavya, dealing with the life of Acyutaraya, Emperor Vifaya- 
nagar in particular and the whole kingdom with its dependencies 
in general. It gives us a good, idea of the conditions of South 
India in the 16th century. The author was a contemporary of 
Appayya DIkfita. 
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Tirum&limba is one of fehe poetesses of South Jjitee 

Gs-mugSdevl and others* she has firmly established the fact that 
Hindis ladies are not so illiterate as they are made out to b@ by 
the outside world. The VaradSmbikapariQaya (No. 4220) of this 
lady is a historical KIvya. dealing with the life of Acyntadeva* 
riya* the successor of Sri^adet araya- 

yajnanarayana dXksITA. 

The Sahityar&tnakara (Nob. 422 1 -22) and the Raghunitha- 
bhyudayanataka (No. 4487) of this author, the son of the famous 
Govinda Dlkfita perpetuate the memory of the great Raghunatha 
NSyaka, the most liberal patron of Sanskrit and Telugu learning, 
in Tanjore in the 17th century. For a summary of the contents 
of this work, please refer to the “Sources of Vijayauagar History” 
Pages 269-74. 

paramanandakavindra. 

The divabharata, a work dealing with the life of the greatest 
of Maharatha rolers of South India, flivaji, is by one of his con- 
temporaries and is therefore an authentic source of information 
regarding that person and the troubuious times in which he was 
living. Recently the book was published in Poona and their only 
source was the manuscripts deposited in this library (Nos. 4228- 
26 .) 

JAYARAMA. 

JayarSana's Paxg&iaparvatagrahaQa (Nos. 4221-28) deals with 
one of the military exploits of divSji. Parnilaparvata was one of 
the hill fortresses which he captured. JayarSma too seems to 
have been a contemporary of hie. 
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keSavapandita . 

SSivaji’s son was one Rajaram and his military exploits have 
been made the subject of the work, HajErimacarita by Ms con“ 
temporary^ Kesavap&adifca. The work is described under No. 4225. 

^RIDHAjRAVENKATESA. 

Srldhara Veiikate^a, otherwise known as AyyivaJ, was one 
of the donees of the village of tSahajirijapuram, now known as 
Tiruviianaliilr. He was a contemporary of S&faaji who reigned 
in Tanjore between 1684-1710 A. D. The dahendravil&sak&vya 
of this author (No. 4280) deals with the life of his patron Sliihaji. 

NALL A LIKSITA. 

Nalla Dlksita’s DharmavijayacampO (No. 4231) deals with the 
same topic as the last* He was otherwise known as Bhilminatha- 
kavl and he was a near kinsman of R£mabhadra Biksita. 

gangadhara. 

The Bhosalvamiavali (No. 4232) is by Gangadhara and deals 
with the same topic as the last. This forms the opening portion 
of the author’s Rasikaraiijani, a commentary on the Kuvalayl- 
nanda. He too was a contemporary of fSahaji (1684-1710 A. D). 

&ESACALAPATI. 

A work similar to the last is by iSesScalapati and it is noticed 
under No. 4238. 

Beside these there are some minor historical works dealing 
with some aspect or other of the MaharStha Court of Tanjore and 
the MaharStha Kings of Tanjore. They are all described under 
Nos. 4234-4242.
